delegates was made by Dunnlgan, whe
admitted that he had acted as "errand
boy" In the delivery of the wet goods
to the headquarters of the Democrats
national committee and the headquarters
of the candidates.
Dunnlgan said he did not himself obtainthe permit for the withdrawal ol

the liquor. The requisition, signed bj
Dr. William C. Hassler. city health offleer,as purchasing agent for the Sar
Francisco Hospital, was for an unnametl
amount.
From time to time Dunnlgan with

drew liquor In various amounts on pre
sentation of this permit and saw that il
was properly delivered. It was. he aaid
a regular Government permit calling lot

the withdrawal of a certain number o

"packages," and the package" an oh
tnlned were In various forms. All told
said Dunnlgan. the liquor totalled abou
forty barrels. Dunnlgan made the ad
mission when a city official stated tha
"Dunnlgan knew all about It."

from Washington. The liquor was withdrawnostensibly for the .San VYunusct
hospital.
